These  are  new  in  all  sections  except  Texas,  but  in 
comparison  with  the  Elberta,  in  quality,  productiveness 
and  hardiness,  they  not  only  deserve  a standing  with 
that  variety,  lengthening  the  season  by  fully  six  weeks, 
but  promise  to  revolutionize  our  present  standard  orchard 
varieties.
